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New Year Expectations 
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“And the prophet came to the king 
of Israel, and said unto him, Go, 
strengthen thyself, and mark, and see 
what thou doest: for at the return of 
the year the king of Syria will come 
up against thee,” 1 Kings 20:22. 

Just what all the new year will 
bring no one knows, but a few things 
we are sure of. 


1. A renewal of life’s battles. The 
conflict of life will be sure. We do not 
have to be guessing about that much 
of the future. As long as the devil is 
not bound we will have battles with 
him and his forces. One scripture has 
said, “Sufficient unto the day is the 
evil thereof.” Another scripture tells us 
that the flesh lusteth against the 
Spirit, and the Spirit against the 
flesh: and these are contrary the one 
to the other. The new year coming 
on does not make us immune to the 
conflict. Jesus said, “Watch and pray, 
lest ye enter into temptation.” That 
would apply in 1947 as well as in 
1946. If you had a conflict with your 
appetite this year, you may look for 
the same in the new year, and no less 
in force than in the past. It may have 
been some habit you were trying to 
break away from, and in the watch- 
night service you were in hopes it had 
vanished with the old year, but be- 
ware, it will try you again. It may be 
some carelessness on your part in re- 
gard to the Lord’s work, or some dis- 
obedience to His commands that has 
kept you from getting the best out of 
a Christian life, kept you from the 
victory in your soul, and in the watch- 
night service you thought, “Surely 
now in the new year, with the new 
resolutions and a determination, I 
will not be bothered with that any 
more, and I will be able to render 
greater service to the Lord,” but that 
fight will be renewed. 

2. The same antagonists, with pos. 
sibly some new faces, new approaches, 
new tactics, new strategy, and that 
with re-enforcements. The text said 
the return of the year would bring 
the king of Syria. Look, see the Syr- 
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ians coming: same old _ tempta- 
tions, same old enemies—Self, Flesh, 
and the Devil. Yes, in 1947, again we 
will encounter this trio. Many things 
have been blamed on someone other 
than ourselves, but when a thorough 
diagnosis has been made, honestly 
and sincerely, we find that most of 
our battles in life hinge on these 
three, and our greatest antagonist is 
SELF. The flesh loves pre-eminence; 
self does not like to be denied; and 
the devil works in any way that can 
be the most detrimental to the cause 
of righteousness. God made us with a 
free will to make our choice of the 
course we pursue. A strong will power 
will enable us to do right when we 
know what right is, whether we feel 
like doing so or not. The natural man 
refrains from doing the things that 
do not satisfy, and feelings many 
times have been taken to be the lead- 
ing of the Spirit of God, when later we 
were so humiliated because feelings 
had deceived us. In Jer. 17:9, we are 
told that “The heart is deceitful 
above all things, and desperately 
wicked: who can know it?” In 2 Cor. 
10:5. Paul said, “Casting down imag- 
inations, and every high thing that 
exalteth itself against the knowledge 
of God, and bringing into captivity 
every thought to the obedience of 
Christ.” This is a fight some times for 
many people, and this will be one of 
the battles again in 1947. Following 
imaginations, thoughts and feelings 
when not brought into captivity to 
the obedience of Christ, has meant 
the shipwreck of many a storm-tossed 
sailor. Had Job listened to his com- 
forters, yea, and even his companion, 
he would not have been crowned as a 
hero and would have lost in the battle 
also. 

3. Adequate preparation is needed 
for the new year. In the text you will 
find these words, “Go, strengthen 
thyself.” Since the Lord saved us and 
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we have lived and worked for God, 
testified about His goodness and how 
we love Him, which was a blow to the 
devil’s kingdom, we may not expect 
him to give up completely, but to re- 
enforce and make other attempts to 
win in the battle. He has won over 
many after they had traveled for 
many years working for God and tell- 
ing of His love. Paul exhorts the 
Christian in Eph. 6:10, 11, “Finally, 
my brethren, be strong in the Lord, 
and in the power of his might. Put on 
the whole armour of God, that ye 
may be able to stand against the wiles 
of the devil.” He goes on to describe 
the armor, thenin the eighteenth 
verse he reminds us, “Praying always 

. and watching thereunto with all 
perseverance.” In 1 Peter 5:8, we are 
admonished to, “Be sober, be vigilant; 
because your adversary the devil, as a 
roaring lion, walketh about, seeking 
whom he may devour.” One good way 
for one to strengthen himself is good 
exercise, a good appetite, for the 
Word of God will bring afresh to our 
minds the many promises, and prayer 
and consecration will enable us to 
take hold of those promises by faith 
until we can meet the antagonists of 
the new year. Preparation is needed in 
every walk of life: be prepared to 
fight, to win; be prepared to live, to 
work; be prepared to die any time, or 
for the rapture. 


4. We have the same _ victorious 
leader. In battles on the home front, 
the business front, the church front, 
the same Commander has said, “I am 
with you alway, even unto the end.” 
In 1 Cor. 10:13, “There hath no temp- 
tation taken you but such as is com- 
mon to man: but God is faithful, who 
will not suffer you to be tempted 
above that ye are able; but will with 
the temptation also make a way to es- 
cape, that we may be able to bear it.” 
One with Jesus is the majority in this 
fight. He is the One who rebuked the 
storm and there was great calm; the 
One who walked on the water (of

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SCIENTISTS APPEAL TO CHURCHES: “HELP AVERT 
ATOMIC WAR” 


Science Acknowledges ‘Powerless’ To Control the Terrible Weapon 
of Destruction 


More than one hundred twenty-five 
leaders in science and religion estab- 
lished a conference of churchmen and 
scientists who work —_— to avert 
atomic war. 

The conference was sponsored by 
the Philadelphia Council of Churches, 
the Philadelphia Board of Jewish 
Ministers, and the Philadelphia Asso- 
ciation of Scientists. Representatives 
of these three groups have been meet- 
ing since early summer. The scientists 
were the first to call for the confer- 
énce. They evidently feel keenly the 
grave danger into which their dis- 
coveries are likely to plunge the entire 
human race. 

Dr. Louis Ridenour, physics profes. 
sor of the University of Pennsylvania, 
summed up the scientists’ case when 
he said, “Religious leaders can do 
more for control of atomic energy 
than any other agency ... We must 
now look to our stewards of ethics and 
morality.” 

Thanks to the Protestant Voice for 
this information, the following of 
which is a direct quotation: 

“Dr. Walter C. Michels, head of the 
department of physics at Bryn Mawr 
College and president of the local 
unit’ of scientists, presided. 

AIMS STATED 

“A resolution offered by the Rev. 
Dr. Paul W. Hoon, pastor of the First 
Methodist church, and unanimously 
adopted, set forth the aims of the or- 
ganization as follows: 

“(1) ‘Renunciation by the United 
States and by all other nations of the 
use of atomic bomb or any other in- 
strument of mass destruction to en- 
force national policy. 

“(2) ‘Abolition of war by continued 
growth of effective international 
mechanisms for peaceful adjustment 
of the mutual problems of nations. 

“(3) ‘Encouragement of tolerance 
and understanding of other peoples 
of the world and the combating of 
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hate and bigotry against races, 
creeds, and nations. 

“(4)‘A domestic policy that will in- 
sure use of scientific discoveries for 
the achievement of a better life for 
all, and prevent their exploitation for 
exclusively selfish needs. 

“(5) ‘Assurance, both within the 
United States and through the world, 
of freedom of speech, freedom of re- 
ligion, freedom of research and free- 
dom of communication. 

“(6) ‘Recognition by all citizens of 
personal responsibility for the wise 
and moral use of the knowledge 
which science has found.’ 

PLAN OF ACTION 

“A proposed plan of action, unan- 
imously adopted, contained three car- 
dinal points: 

“(1) “To hold conferences at which 
religious leaders and scientists may 
exchange views on the moral and so- 
cial implications of the atomic energy 
developments, and join in common 
action in accordance with decision at 
those conferences. 

“(2) ‘To lend our efforts to an edu- 
cational program on atomic energy 
and its use, to be conducted through 
churches, synagogues, schools, colleges, 
civic organizations, the public press 
and radio. 

“(3) ‘To sponsor a permanent or- 
ganization through which all who 
agree with our beliefs and aims may 
participate in a continued educa- 
tional program regarding the social 
and moral implications of scientific 
discoveries. 

“Permanent offices will be set up at 
1421 Arch Street, headquarters of the 
Council of Churches.” — Protestant 
Voice. 

PHILADELPHIA — (RNS) — “Un- 
qualified support of the principles 
enunciated by the New Philadelphia 
Conference of Churchmen and Scien- 
tists has been expressed by Dr. Albert 
Einstein, world-renowned physicist 


and promulgator of the theory of rel- 
ativity. 

“The Nobel Prize winner declared: 
‘The policy of a democracy like ours 
is and must be responsive to public 
opinion; public opinion can be strong 
and right only if the people are fully 
informed. 

“Hitherto controversies between 
nations have been solved by war or 
the threat of war.’” 

The dangers of this atomic age are 
appalling indeed; in fact, beyond the 
comprehension of any and all of us. 
When one reads the statements of 
these scientists, one wonders if they 
know the Bible prophecies concerning 
the closing of this age. But, on the 
other hand, when you read what other 
scientists write, you are convinced 
that they still believe men to be in the 
evolutionary state, that he is to have 
many changes in the next few million 
years. I have before me now the Sci- 
ence Digest (January, 1947 issue). 
On the first page is the subject “The 
Shape of Men To Come,” which is con- 
densed from a chapter of the book 
“Mankind So Far,” by William Howells, 
Research Associate, American Museum 
of National History. In it, the author 
makes some interesting predictions 
from their point of view, some of 
which I pass on to you

One little boy 
said, “Daddy, what shape is the world 
in (geographically thinking)?” After 
a little his dad said, “Son, it’s in the 
worst shape it’s ever been.” 

But verse 8 says, “Charity never 
faileth,” so I think we had better re- 
sort to it at once. I like the old- 
fashioned definition of “charity” — 
“Love to God and man.” 

The colored folk like to say, “I’se 
got the Holy Ghost AND FIRE. WE 
NEED LOVE TO GOD AND MAN.” 

We think of John as the beloved, 
soft, velvet type of man, but he got 
raw, plain and hard sometimes. He 
said, “If a man say, I love God, and 
hateth his brother, he is a liar’—not 
a little fibber, story-teller, truth- 
stretcher, but a liar. 

Without charity we are nothing. It 
is like eating banana skins and 
throwing away the banana to leave 
love out—it’s the best; it’s the cream; 
it’s vital, “indispensable.” 


“CHARITY NEVER FAILETH” 

Fame is the desire of millions, but 
it’s like a soap bubble—how quickly 
it can burst and fade into oblivion. 
Someone says fame is chiefly a mat- 
ter of dying at the right moment. I 
know nothing beter to trust till death 
than charity.

Beauty is also craved by multitudes. 
Women will disgrace themselves, ap- 
pear almost nude on the front pages 
of our papers, for a chance at being 
called Miss Atlanta, Miss New York, 
or Miss America; but that’s like the 
saw dust from a block of ice—it dis- 
appears so quickly. Carnal beauty is 
worse than whisky—it will intoxicate 
the holder and the beholder. Char- 
ity is safer than beauty. 

Knowledge is the chief goal of mil- 
lions also—(unsanctified knowledge). 
This kind inflates, but charity is edi- 
fying, etc. We have many people who 
know so much that they can tell you 
more and more about less and less that 
you will know everything about noth- 
ing, yes, it will be as clear as mud when 
they get through with their great 
swelling words. It’s much better just 
to have simple charity than become 
an empty cloud or a raging wave of 
the sea, foaming out our own shame. 
It’s much better to have plain char- 
ity than be barren and twice dead 
(but charity is not ignorant; no, 
charity is continually in school, at the 
feet of Christ, “The Great Teacher”). 


CHARITY HAS PLENTY 
OF EVIDENCE 

It makes a mark. It will show up. It 
cannot be hid or kept a secret. It has 
fruit and results are sure and certain. 

Note first— 

“Charity will suffer.” Here is where 
we want to make a “U” turn. Oh, so 
many of us as soon as we strike a lit- 
tle suffering, we quickly say, “I must 
be out of God’s will. If I were in God’s 
will, I’d have it a little easier.” But my 
Bible plainly says that ALL who live 
godly in Christ Jesus SHALL suffer 
... for hereunto were ye called.” 

Beecher said, “God washes the eyes 
with tears until they can behold the 
invisible land where tears shall come 
no more.” Landon said, “We need to 
suffer so we can learn to pity.” It was 
good for your writer that he had to 
suffer three years of agony from 
nervousness before God came to His 
rescue. Now I know how to pity nerv-

Oh, isn’t it deplorable to see a 
fellow trying to be a Christian on syn- 
thetic love? Our first love is the best 
love—and it’s not a rest love, or a love 
that’s always wanting to rest. 

Charity will suffer long, also be 
kind as it suffers. Kindness is not tit 
for tat. It’s not getting someone told. 
It’s not sharp thorns, or sandpaper. 

I was amused one day as I watched 
two boys. Each had a piece of sand- 
paper and were scrubbing one. anoth- 
er. Well, such as that’s likely to work 
up friction. Such as that will make 
smaller. Kindness is a golden chain 
that will keep the Church of God 
together (IF LET). é 

I heard of a fellow going into a 
restaurant in New York and telling 
the waitress he wanted two eggs and 
a kind word. She soon brought the 
eggs, and he said, “What about the 
kind words?” To this she answered 
softly, “Don’t eat the eggs.” 

I believe if we would listen closely we 
could hear a still small voice of Char- 
ity saying, “Don’t eat the eggs of bit- 
terness, wrath, anger, clamor, and all 
evil speaking. No, no, charity will not 
house a root (egg or germ) of bitter- 
ness at all.

1 Corinthians 9:12 


Introduction: In the latter part of 
this verse selected as a text for this 
gospel message, Paul stated that he 
suffered all things, lest he should 
HINDER THE GOSPEL OF CHRIST. 
I propose to deal with some of the 
things that hinder the church in its 
present conflict. 


I. 


NOTE HOW DARK IS THE OUT- 
LOOK OF THE CHURCH OF JESUS 
WITH RESPECT TO THIS PRES- 
ENT WORLD 
1. The smallness of its success is 

wondered at. 

In my travels and gospel work, I 
have met with thriving congrega- 
tions. They had good times even in 
midweek prayer meetings. On the 
other hand, I meet with small con- 
gregations ever having a struggle for 
existence. We are made to wonder at 
these struggles and smallness of suc- 
cess. 

2. The reasons for such are varied. 

(a) Think of the might of the 
devil and his angels, of their ma- 
lignity against the church, and how 
deep the world is in their possession. 
By reason of the depravity that is up- 
on our race, every human being born 
is brought forth under Satan’s do- 
minion. 

(b) The death of our greatest 
workers is another blow. Paul said if 
he departed, those he left would suf- 
fer. It is true those that depart are 
with their Lord, but we who are left 
miss their devout labor. We scarcely 
succeed in winning and training some 
to truth and holiness till death comes 
and takes them away, leaving the 
same work to be gone over again and 
again, the same results awaiting it 
every time. 

(c) The coldness of many profes- 
sors in church work. While faithful 
ones are laboring, multitudes of their 
fellow professors are a mere encum- 
berance on their exertions, hindering 
by their indifference, while the great 
devil continually opposes. His follow- 
ers, inflamed of hell, perpetually 
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fight against the calls and claims of 
heaven. So long as this present order 
of things lasts, seeing that Satan con- 
tinues with ever deepening malice 
and activity, we must double our ef- 
forts in order to continue, as the 
great apostle Paul who labored “that 
by any means we may save some.”

Notice: THE TRUE SOURCE OF 
DISLIKE AND HATRED OF THE 
CHURCH AND GOSPEL 


1. Some who think more of any- 
thing on earth than the church and 
gospel. 


Many never care for the church un- 
til death and then they call for its 
service. While living, it is neglected 
and must succeed without any sup- 
port from them. 


2. The wrong attitude encountered 
within its ranks. 

The attitude that one bears toward 
the church is of vast importance. Paul 
asked a group of church people, in 1 
Cor. 11:12, if they despised the 
Church of God. This was asked in 
connection with the Lord’s supper. If 
it is important to have a right view 
of the Lord’s supper because of its 
being so very sacred that we do show 
forth His death until He comes, what 
about other sacred works of the 
church and the gospel? How awful 
for this ordinance to be misused, 
changed from its true meaning! Our 
Lord’s indignation waxed warm when 
the house of prayer had been pervert- 
ed into a “den of thieves.” That 
shows it could go beyond the Lord’s 
supper and could be applied to all 
our relations with the church and the 
gospel. It could apply to lax and incon- 
sistent living and unworthy giving of 
our means for its support. 

They forget this, the very spirit of 
the devil, and that there 1s nothing 
he hates worse and so energetically op- 
poses with such unrelenting and un- 
ending rancor. We are justly amazed 
at the intensity of his malice toward 
the salt of the earth. Nevertheless, he 
is pursuing with ever increasing speed 
and rage. This he does even if God’s 
judgments multiply on him for it.

And, too, every one who dislikes, de- 
spises and persecutes, has in them the 
devil’s spirit, acts the devil’s will, and 
is causing much of the hindrance of 
the gospel. 

III. 

NOTE WHAT A LESSON OF REBUKE 
AND DUTY TO THE TRUE CHRIS- 
TIANS FROM THE DEVIL’S EX- 
AMPLE 
1. He never rests from his murder-- 

ous endeavors; never succumbs to ad. 

versities; desists for no hindrances; 
nor surrenders to even almighty God’s 
judgments. 

In Rev. 20:1-3, the devil is bound 
for a thousand years and must be 
loosed a little season. In verses 7, 8, 
it states that just as soon as he is 
loosed he goes out to deceive the na- 
tions. This shows that so long as he 
has liberty or any time in which to 
operate, his energy and activity in- 
creases the more. This he does out 
of wicked spite, with no prospect of 
victory, but rather utter defeat and 
eternal ruin. 

2. His children even commended. 

Luke 18:8. This verse tells of an un- 
just steward being commended for 
acting wisely. The wisdom used by the 
children of this world often times sur- 
passes that used by children of light. 
The same energies and efforts by 
God’s children would mean much. 
Look at the people going to their jobs 
in all kinds of weather. Notice how 
late the devil dives stay open at night. 
See the places of amusement over- 
flowing, when bad weather closes 
even revival doors. 

3. The lesson in all this for us. 

How should we, then, who claim to 
love God and believe that everlasting 
crowns and blessings are to be the 
reward of our fidelity, stand rebuke 
for our coldness and relaxations in 
the presence of such examples. The 
devil’s days run from the beginning 
to the end of time. Our day is meas- 
ured by a few brief years, half spent 
in sleep and infancy, while the whole 
may end at any time in death. Yet, we 
fret away our time, energies and op- 
portunities. We do this as if we had

“Having eyes, see ye not? and hav- 
ing ears, hear ye not? and do ye not 
remember?” Mark 8:18. 

There are so many wonderful 
things God has done for us. We re- 
member how He so loved this world 
filled with wicked men and women, 
that He gave His only Son on the 
cross to redeem it. Then we remember 
how Jesus was willing to come into 
this world of sin and suffer and die 
on the cross. Such agony as He bore 
for lost humanity—“do ye not remem- 
ber?” 


To remember is about the greatest 
need of today. If a question arises in 
your mind as to what to remember, 
one thing is that with every tempta- 
tion or persecution Jesus was tempted 
like as we are. He knew we would be 
tempted, and we should remember, 
“There hath no temptation taken you 
but such as is common to man: but 
God is faithful, who will not suffer 
you to be tempted above that ye are 
able; but will with the temptation al- 
so make a way to escape, that ye may 
be able to bear it,” 1 Cor. 10:13. “For 
in that he himself hath suffered be- 
ing tempted, he is able to succour 
them that are tempted,” Heb. 2:18. If 
we suffer persecutions and suffer for 
righteousness, we will be happy and 


reign with Him, but unless we do suf- - 3 


fer with Him, we need not expect to 
reign—and what will we miss if we 
miss heaven? 

Let us remember: “Jesus Christ the 
same yesterday, and today, and for 
ever,” Heb. 13:8. Some will say that 
the days of miracles are past. Can’t we 
remember the great things done? One 
may say that we can’t do as much 
as Jesus did, but He said, “Verily, ver- 
ily, I say unto you, He that be- 
lieveth on me, the works that I do 
shall he do also; and greater works 
than these shall he do; because I go 
unto my Father,” John 14:12. In con- 
nection with our text we find that the 
disciples were in need of food and had 
only one loaf between them, Perhaps 
they were murmuring and reasoning 
among themselves about not having 
what they thought they needed, but 
Jesus reminded them of how He had 
broken the five loaves among the five 
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thousand, and twelve baskets of frag- 
ments were taken up; and another 
time, when He divided the seven 
loaves among the four thousand and 
seven baskets of fragments were tak- 
en up. Also, there was a time when 
Jesus turned the water into wine, 
raised Lazarus from the dead, and 
told Simon to launch out into the 
deep and let down his net, and there 
was a miraculous draught of fishes. 
There is a number of other miracles 
recorded that Jesus did, and He said 
that if we would ‘believe on Him, 
greater works than these we could do. 

The reason so many church mem. 
bers stay at home often, instead of 





going to service, is because they fail 
to remember, “Not forsaking the as. 
sembling of ourselves together, as the 
manner of some is,” Heb. 10:25. 


Why do so many of our church 
members fail to pay tithes? It is be- 
cause they fail to remember what 
God’s Word says: “Bring ye all the 
tithes into the storehouse, that there 
may be meat in mine house,” Mal. 3: 
10. Will a man rob God? When you 
came into the Church of God, you 
said you would abide by its teachings. 
The Church of God teaches tithing. 

So often the mind is too crowded 
with the world and pride of life to re- 
member very much of anything else. 
We should read and study God’s 
Word, for if we fail to study it, how 
can we expect to remember? “There- 
fore, we ought to give the more earn- 
est heed to the things which we have 
-heard, lest at any time we should let 
them slip,” Heb. 2:1. 











“Wilt thou not revive us again: that 
thy people may rejoice in thee,” Psa. 
85: 6. 

The churches are all wondering 
why there are not any revivals as in 
the days of old, or why there are not 
any successful revivals in their 
church. This question has been asked 
a number of times in my ministry by 
different churches of various denomi- 
nations. One of the main reasons is 
no prayer. Another reason is no bur- 
den for souls, and still another is lack 
of unity or cooperation in the church. 
There are several other reasons, but 
I am persuaded that the main reason 
is lack of prayer. When there is no 
praying there is no interest, no soul 
burden, and the result is no program 
put over for God and His Church.

PRAYERLESS PERIODS. Gen. 4:25- 
5:36. There was no praying in Eden, 
no praying the first 235 years of hu- 
man history. During this prayerless 
period, sin entered the world and man 
fell. Eden was lost. Between Gen. 4:26 
and Gen. 12:8, a period of 1849 years, 
prayer is not mentioned. During this 
period the flood came and all but 
eight persons perished from the 
earth. 

Now, if there ever was a time for 
people to start praying for a revival, 
it is now. We can look at the condi- 
tion of the world today (1946) and 
see that it is near the end, and being 
neglected by lack of prayer. Without 
a burden for lost souls, we have no 
interest in the Church program, nor 
are we interested in any part of the 
work of God and the Church. 

Satan is busy working on Christian 
people, trying to get them to get in a 
spirit of preventing prayer. Satan dom- 
inates our lives when we do not pray; 
we never feel the responsibility of the 
lost, and oh how sin can destroy our

We notice that Jesus was to preach 
the gospel to the poor, and preach de- 
liverance to the captives and sinners. 
The other works went with the min- 
istry also; to heal the brokenhearted, 
recovering of sight for the blind, to 
set at liberty them that are bruised— 
evil spirits tore and bruised their cap- 
tives. This is what Jesus came to do. 
His ministry was a great success. 
Thousands followed Him. He healed 
many diseases, and preached that the 
kingdom of God is at hand. 

1. Preaching the Gospel to the 
Poor 

The Jewish people had been op- 
pressed a long time by the Roman em- 
peror. Taxes were high and many of 
them were very poor. There were 
many slaves among their own people. 
This was the season of the year of ju- 
bilee, to free all slaves, to return all 
mortgaged property, and cancel all 
debts. Jesus had come to bring them 
something better than release from 
hard work. He had come to preach 
the gospel to them, that all who 
would repent and believe might have 
freedom from sin and have everlast- 
ing life. 






Many were too poor to bring sacri- 
fices to the priest and too poor to 
have doctors for their diseases. They 
were in great spiritual darkness for 
there had not been a prophet in 
about four hundred years. Their sins 
were a great burden to them. Many 
righteous Jews were looking for the 
Messiah, a king to deliver the Jews 
from bondage. No doubt, when John 
the Baptist preached, the majority of 
his converts were poor people who re. 
pented of their sins and were bap- 
tized. Most wealthy people are too 
proud to seek salvation, but I can see 
multitudes of poor people following 
Jesus. They needed a physician, and 
they were not ashamed, but they were 
hungry for the gospel and for a true 
friend like Jesus. 

2. Healing the Brokenhearted 

We see the great compassionate 
Savior as He stooped to heal the 
brokenhearted. They were people with 
hearts like ours. They had financial 
troubles, domestic troubles, and death 
came and took away their loved ones. 
Their burdens were heavy. No doubt, 
it was hard for many of them to pro- 
vide for their families. People were 


satisfied with bread and fish in those 
days. They did not have to have fancy

salads and desserts. We see hungry, 
burdened people as they followed Je- 
sus. We see Jesus as He sought those 
who needed Him most. 

Jesus went into a city called Nain 
and saw a funeral prossession, a wid- 
ow weeping for her only son. His heart 
was touched by her grief, and He 
came and touched the bier, and said, 
“Young man, I say unto thee arise.” 
He that was dead sat up, and began 
to speak. Jesus delivered him to his 
mother. What joy must have come 
into that mother’s heart! She was 
brokenhearted, but Jesus healed her 
broken heart. He is still the healer of 
broken hearts. He walked the earth 
then but He gave His life for us and 
sent back the Comforter to give us 
peace in all our sorrows. He can heal 
our broken hearts today if we will 
only let Him. 

3. Preaching Deliverance to the 
Captives 

Jesus was healing the sick and for- 
giving their sins, sending them away 
in peace. They were made free; they 
were not captives of Satan any longer. 
People were pressing to get to Him. 
In one house where Jesus was preach- 
ing and healing, a man was brought 
in with the palsy, and because of the 
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crowd they could not get near Jesus. 
After removing part of the housetop, 
they let him down on his couch into 
the midst of the room. When Jesus 
saw their faith, He first forgave his 
sins, then told him to take up his bed 
and walk. The man departed to his 
own house carrying his bed and 
glorifying God. He had not only been 
healed, but had been delivered from 
sins. He told the woman who washed 
His feet with her tears and dried 
them with her hair that her faith had 
saved her, that her sins were forgiven, 
and to go in peace. She was a sinner, 
but repented with tears and wor- 
shiped Jesus. Jesus is still forgiving 
sins for He is the same yesterday, to- 
day, and forever. He said that He was 
not willing that any should perish, 
but that all should come to repent- 
ance. 


4. Recovering of Sight to the Blind 


Many people are spiritually blind 
today. Many who once could see have 
let the lust of the flesh, the pride of 
life, vanity and pleasures of this 
world blind them. Their light has be- 
come darkness. Jesus said for us to 
take heed that the light which is in us 
becometh not darkness. He gave 
many that were blind their sight. We 
read in the eighth chapter of Mark 
that He put His hands on a blind 
man’s eyes and asked him if he saw 
ought. The blind man said he saw 
men as trees walking. Again Jesus 
put His hands upon His eyes and told 
him to look up, and he was restored 
and saw every man clearly. At first 
the man did not have enough faith. 
He was not looking up. We must look 
up because our hope is in heaven. If 





we will always look up, we can keep 
our spiritual light. 

Then there was the blind man near 
Jericho who cried out to Jesus and 
asked for mercy on himself. People 
tried to silence him, but he cried the 
more. Jesus stood still and asked him 
what He could do for him. The blind 
man told Him that he “might receive 
his sight.” Jesus said unto him, “Go 
thy way, thy faith hath made thee 
whole.” He immediately received his 
sight and followed Jesus in the way. 
He had so much faith that Jesus only 
spoke and he was made whole. Oh, if 
people would cry out to Jesus now, 
and follow Him in the way when 
they receive their sight! If we had 
enough faith, Christ would do the 
same miracles for us that He did 
when He was on the earth. He is the 
same. The disciples lacked faith at 
one time. Jesus told them to fast and 
pray to be able to accomplish hard 
tasks. 

5. To Set at Liberty Them That Are 
Bruised 

“And, lo, a spirit taketh him, and 
he suddenly crieth out; and it teareth 
him, that he foameth again, and 
bruising him hardly departeth from 
him,” Luke 9:39. 


This ‘man cried out to Jesus to look 
upon his only child. The Father must 
have grieved much over the condition 
and suffering of his only son, for he 
said the spirit hardly ever departed 
from the boy. Jesus rebuked the un. 
clean spirit, and healed the child of 
his bruises. 

There was a man whose name was 
Legion, because many devils were 
entered into him. He was kept bound 
with chains and fetters. No doubt, he 
was a pitiful sight to look upon. Jesus 
had compassion on him. There was 
no one who could help him but the 
Son of God. He was possessed with 
demons and his body bruised from 
the chains and the fetters. Jesus cast 
the demons out and they entered in- 
to a herd of swine, and the swine ran 
into the sea and were drowned. The 
people came and found the man out 
of whom the devils had departed, 
clothed and in his right mind, sitting 
at the feet of Jesus. 

Many people today are bruised by 
Satan.

May God bless 
the memory of this great man, who 
after years of service was incarcerated 
by the Japanese and finally died in his 
old age as a soldier in the service of 
his Lord.

We are planning to send other work- 
ers soon; in the meanwhile pray for 
China. China is hungry, cold, and suf- 
fering in blackest darkness.

We had brethren coming in to 
help us who would stay overnight and 
I was very glad that we had something 
to eat. Often Brother Lauster and 
Walter come home late at night and 
I am so glad I can open a can and 
have something for them to eat. The 
dear Lord is helping us with this won- 
derful gospel. 

Brother Lauster is very busy and ev- 
ery night he has service in a different 
place. It is getting cold now on the 
motorcycle and we would be very glad 
if we could get a car because train 
connections are very bad. Walter is 
quite busy in revival work, helping in 
the singing, and it is a blessing. I am 
so glad Brother Lauster is here now 
and the work of the Lord is going 


forward. The fight is hard but God is 
giving us precious souls. We have had 
much persecution in one town where 
some Nazi boys were after Brother 
Lauster and one night he could not 
preach any more because they filled 
the room with gas and smoke. They 
wanted to smoke him out, so Brother 
Lauster called the constabulary and 
he could go on with the revival. How 
glad we are for protection and because 
we are in the American Zone; but the 
Nazis still hate us and they can not see 
how the gospel of Jesus Christ can 
have such power, so please pray for us. 
A whole family has been saved and 
some young girls and boys also have 
been saved and the devil is mad. 

Now Brother Lauster has written to 
you about the need of our brethren 
over here. We surely would be thank- 
ful for some fat or salt meat of any 
kind and some clothing and shoes. It 
doesn’t need to be new. Maybe some 
sister has an old dress or coat she 
would not wear any more, or a pair 
of shoes or a suit of clothes or some 
other garments. People are glad to 
patch and fix them again for there is 
nothing to buy. They could send it to 
us by parcel and we could give it to 
the needy. 

Brother Donahue was very good to 
us. He gave us money and helped me 
to get some soap powder to wash with 
and some candy for the children, and 
other useful things which we are not 
able to buy over here. I wish we 
could do something good for him be- 
cause we were very glad in those hard - 
times for his help. May the dear Lord 
bless him for all of it. 

I shall close. Brother Lauster went 
to Denkendorf to have service. We will 
soon start another revival, with the 
help of the Lord. Please remember us 
in your prayers as we do remember 
you and the work of the Lord in the 
U. &. A.

the shape of men to come, you should 
by rights be an anthropologist with a 
Ph. D., but it actually happens that 
horoscopes for mankind are principal- 
ly purveyed by the funny papers. 

“According to one school of thought, 
the beast in us will continue to recede 
and the brain to advance, until we 
have huge ball heads, together with 
spindly legs and wormy little bodies. 
We shall all wear glasses, talk algebra, 
and live on food pills. This apparent- 
ly is to be the triumph of science and 
a prospect at which we well may shud- 
der. 

“Luckily, however, we are not really 
faced with it. .. How long have the 
vertebrates been evolving? About five 
hundred million years. How long has 
man existed? Perhaps six million 
years, more or less. 

“And he has eons ahead of him in 
which to proceed with his evolution, 
which has so far been rapid. (You may 
not think it is a speedy change when 
a jaw shrinks an inch or so in a mil- 
lion years, but in evolution this is 
a pace which is sheer frenzy.) 

“We cannot, of course, predict new 
features any more than a dinosaur 
could have predicted feathers for his 
descendants, the birds.” 

Then he quotes Dr. Shapiro with his 
prophecies concerning the losing of 
our wisdom teeth, our little toes, and 
all the hair on the top of our heads, 
and adds, “We shall not become gigan- 
tic, since this would be a terrific strain 
on our skeletons, and especially on our 
feet.” Then closes the article by re- 
ferring to certain features being he- 
reditary, and finally says, “I doubt 
whether science will be able to do the 
slightest thing about it.” 

After listening to their reasoning, no 
wonder the scientists are asking 
churches for help. They have discov- 
ered some of the secrets God had 
locked in the atom with which He can 
easily melt the heavens with a fervent 
heat, in fulfillment of the prophecies 
in God’s Holy Word. The scientists 
realize the enormous dangers and are 
impressing the nations who are now 
startled at what can happen in our 
day. 

Frankly, for many years I have been 
convinced that science not only could 
do nothing about the supposed chang- 
ing features of man, but they can nei- 
ther do anything about nor change 
the plan of God concerning the clos- 
ing of this age. Scientists and minis- 
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ters in conference will be unable to 
curb the gigantic avalanche of de- 
struction that awaits to play its part 
in the finals of this dispensation. 
While it is noble in them to do all they 
can, yet it is pathetic to think that 
men of greater learning seem not 
aware of the Bible prophecies, which 
so vividly picture the closing.

To which he replied, shrug- 
ging his shoulders, “Well, what if it 
should? The earth is only one of the 
smaller planets in the universe.” 

While the scientists, the atheists, 
the agnostics, and the godless continue 
to prognosticate, prophesy, predict, 
and worry, if they will, about the pos- 
sible changes and the loss of teeth, 
toes, and hair in the next several mil- 
lion years, the righteous, the saints of 
God, those who look for His coming 
and make preparation for it, will go 
with Jesus when He comes, and leave 
the melting of the heavens and the 
renovation of the earth to Him who 
spoke the worlds, the heavens, and all 
things, into existence, and “so shall 
we ever be with the Lord.”

“But if we walk in the light, as he 
is in the light, we have fellowship one 
with another, and the blood of Jesus 
Christ his Son cleanseth us from all 
sin,” 1 John 1:7. 

“Wherefore laying aside all malice, 
and all guile, and hypocrisies, and 
envies, and all evil speakings, as new- 
born babes, desire the sincere milk of 
the word, that ye may grow thereby,” 
1 Peter 2:1, 2. 

“Every branch in me that beareth 
not fruit he taketh away: and every 
branch that beareth fruit he purgeth 
it, that it may bring forth more fruit,” 
John 15:2. 

We understand that the Bible 
teaches that we must progress and 
grow in grace. It is like the boy’s bi- 
cycle—when he stops, he must get off. 
It is a continuation and growth, and 
we need a deeper spirituality at all 
times.

Christ, our example, was one who 
at all times spoke words in their place 
—no jesting, no foolishness, no chaffy 
talk. There was no joking or foolish 
talk among the apostles. I am re- 
minded of one of whom I read. When 
a sinner heard him talk and then 
heard him preach, he said that what 
he did spoke so loud that he could not 
hear what he said. Merchants take a 
periodical inventory of their stock 
and we should take an inventory of 
our lives and see if we have God’s 
stamp of approval on it.

young people when we fail to pray! 
Heaven will be filled with such as 
have been good workers, and hell will 
be filled with those who intended to 
do something but put off their con- 
viction until a more convenient sea- 
son. How shall we escape if we neglect 
so great salvation? Most accidents 
and calamities are caused by neglect. 
The longer we wait to pray, the hard- 
er the task becomes. Today is the day 
of salvation, and may I say, today is 
the day to pray. We lose our spirit of 
prayer if we neglect or put off pray- 
ing until some other time; and we are 
grieving the Spirit when we fail to 

pray. 

One time a little boy’s pet dove sat 
on his shoulder and was about to 
light on the palm of his hand to eat 
the crumbs he was holding to feed 
him. The boy was in an ill-tempered 
mood that day, so he held out his 
hand, but just about the time his dove 
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went to eat he closed his hand. The 
dove turned away disappointed. The 
boy held out his hand again and the 
dove came forward the second time. 
Once more the boy closed his hand. 
The dove flew away to the far corner 
of the room. The third time the boy 
held out his hand the dove hesitated, 
but finally came forward timidly. 
About the time it was to take the 
food the hand closed again. The dove 
spread its wings and flew away and 
the boy never saw it again. 

There can be no revival without 
much prayer. The entire church 
should pray much—working while 
praying. Be like the colored man in 
the story. A great storm came up 
while the colored man and a preacher 
were out on the lake fishing. As they 
started for shore the preacher became 
frightened and said, “Mose, shall ‘we 
pray?” Mose answered, “Let’s pray 
while we row.”
